Wiley Says People Are Watting Bil­ 
lion* In Disregard of Health. 
New York, Feb. 20.—After Dr. H. 
W. Wiley, noted chemist of the de­ 
partment of agriculture, had declared 
that we are a "nation of drug fiends” 
and are wasting billions of dollars ow­ 
ing to careless regard for health, Dr 
Eugene 
H. Porter, commissioner of 
health of New York s‘ate; Professor 
A. C. Abbott, of the department of hy­ 
giene at the University of Pennsylva­ 
nia; George L. Handers, president of 
the Association of State and National 
Food and Dairy Departments, and oth­ 
er eminent men at the luncheon of 
the Republican club made Insistent de­ 
mands for a national health board. 
"We don’t seem to care anything 
about our health,” said Dr. Wiley, "We 
are the drug habit nation. We don’t 
feel satisfied unless we take ‘some­ 
thing for everything.’

Standard Oil Crowd Contral Pathway 
Now* Save Erie, the Eastern Outlet.' 
Alliance it Probable. 


New York, Feb. 20. — Financial 
America, a Wall street 
newspaper,* 
says railroad men believe the passing 
of the control of the Missouri Pacific 
is the forerunner of a new transconti­ 
nental line extending from New York 
to San Francisco, with branches cov­ 
ering the middle and southwest, from 
the Great I^akes to the Gulf of Mexico. 
The proposed line, It is believed, is 
to find its eastern outlet over the Erie 
railroad. 
Through the acquisition of the Mis­ 
souri Pacific, Kuhn, Loeb & Co., John 
D. Rockefeller, Blair & Co. and the 
Deutsche bank party are placed in a 
position to exercise control over the 
Denver A Rio Grande and the West­ 
ern Pacific, and probably also over 
the Wabash and the Texas A Pacific. 
In other words, control over the Mis­ 
souri Pacific carries with in directly 
or Indirectly potential control of four 
other Gould lines., and all that is re­ 
quired to make a complete ocean-to- 
ocean route would be the Erie rail­ 
road. ' 
It is ii 
-ingested that any contest 
is likely 
be entered upon for con­ 
trol of the Erie In connection with the 
formation of a new transcontinen'al 
route, for it is well known that no 
conflict Is probable, or even possible, 
over that property. 
Kuhn, Loeb A 
Co. and their associates, however, may 
be regarded as having a foothold in 
the property through the Harriman 
estate’s holdings of Erie securities. 
That the Morgan Interests are well en­ 
trenched in the control of the Erie Is 
undoubted, and no 
change 
in the 
status of the property is likely with­ 
out their consent. 
Morgans Won’t Give Up Erie. 
There is, indeed, considerable doubt 
as to wether the Morgan party under 
any circumstances would be willing 
to relinquish 
the 
Erie, and it is 
thought more probable that, Instead 
of an absolute merger, some sort of 
a firm alliance may be made between 
the Erie and the western connections 
embraced in the old Gould system. 
Such an alliance obviously would ac­ 
crue to the advantage of the Erie in 
getting it a larger portion of through 
western traffic. The Morgan people on 
various occasions in the past have 
shown themselves quick to take ad­ 
vantage of 
any proposition 
which 
would benefit the position of the Erie. 
This was notably true some years ago 
when, through J P. Morgan, the Erie 
acquired the Pennsylvania Coal com­ 
pany, thus making that road an im­ 
portant factor in the anthracite trade, 
and building up for it a great course 
of latent assets. 
In mapping out such a line it would 
be found perhaps that the section of 
the Wabash from Chicago to Detroit 
would tie superfluous. 
The Canadian 
Pacific, however, has been anxious to 
secure an caste: n outlet of its own 
from Chicago and is known to have 
had Us eye on this portion of the Wa­ 
bash, which would carry it from Ch!- 
< ago to Detroit, there connecting with 
its own line in Canada at Windsor, 
Ont., Just across the river from De­ 
troit. It is believed to he not at all 
improbable that when the final adjust, 
ment is made the Canadian Pacific 
may turn up in control of that link of 
the Wabash.

Mazatlin. Ixiwer California. Feb. 20

Som e persons of th is generation do 
not know th a t, though one now seldom 
sees th e A m erican flag a t th e peak of 
an ocean vessel, Ju st before th e civil 
w ar w e w ere fa st absorbing th e c a rry ­ 
ing trad e o f th e w orld.

“ Mr. M orton, ta k e a boat, go aboard 
of h er and investigate.

I w as m uch pleased a t th e order, 
a n d it w as not long before I w as 
abo ard th e derelict.
